DETAILED ACTION 



Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-10 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record fails to teach or to fairly suggest a loudspeaker, as 
described in independent claims 1 and 7, comprising: an acoustic panel producing 
acoustic radiation as a result of bending waves; wherein the acoustic panel comprises a 
first main surface and a second main surface; wherein an electrical exciter is positioned 
on the first main surface; wherein a tuning element is positioned on a side of the second 
main surface, near the second main surface and extending at least partially opposite the 
exciter; and further wherein the tuning element forms with the acoustic panel, a 
resonant cavity.

3. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a) because they fail to show: 
the structural means for connecting the tuning element to the acoustic panel, such 
that the tuning element forms a resonant cavity with the acoustic panel.
